Mr  Detroit  Iiakes,  Minnesota,  reported  a UFO  observa- 

tion on  the  niglit  of  August  30  ^it  about  9i20  pm  CST.  The  object 
resembled  a star  comparable  In  magnitude  to  the  planet  7enus. 
Mr^H0(HP|M&tated  that  the  object  moved  through  about  3 degrees 
of  arc  in  five  minutes.  Hie  initial  sighting  was  adjacent  to  the 
North  Star  and  the  object  disappeared  behind  tall  trees.  The 
planet  Venus  has  a stellar  magnitude  of  -3*^  and  Polaris  was  at 
about  i+7  degrees  elevation  at  the  time  of  the  sighting.  A speed 
of  1 degree  of  arc  per  minute  is  probably  underestimated  since 
the  position  of  the  object  at  initial  observation  and  disappear- 
ance indicates  that  the  object  passed  through  more  than  5 degrees 
of  arc.  The  satellite  Echo  II  has  a maximum  renorted  stellar 
magnitude  of  -2.0.  This  satellite  was  over  the  area  at  9:12  pm 
at  67  degrees  elevation  moving  northeast.  3ir.ce  the  si.^.ting 
is  characterisil:  in  description  of  a satellite,  and  .icho  II 
was  oyer  the  area,  we  believe  that  this  was  the  object  which 
I'hilflHHMli^ob  ser-'ed .
